JEQs Majesty King Hussein has said that, fol- 
lowing the break in talks with the PLO, this 
is a period of reassessment for the Pal- 
estinians and Arabs in the search for peace 
and that it is time to face up to realities in the 
region. 


The King, in an interview with 
Ronald Evans for (he Cable News 
Network (CNN), warned that the 
danger of a “disaster" would be 
very real in the Middle East if eff- 
orts Call to arrive at a just solution 
to the Palestinian problem. 

In the mtervicvv, the fim after 
he announced on Wednesday that 
Jordan was terminating coo- 
rdinated political moves with the 
Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation, the King said the entire 
issue of peace efforts is before the 
Palestinian people and “the most 
important objective we have to 
ensure that they somehow regain 


their rights on their lost ter- 
ritory 

"The problem is with (the Pal- 
estinian people) now und 1 hope 
that a debate will not take too long 
before we reach a point where we 
cun identify where the Pal- 
estinians wish us to go," be said. 

Hie King reiterated Jordan's 
adherence to the concept of the 
Feb. 1 i Jordan-PLO accord “in 
terms of the balanced 
Pulestinian-Jordanian rel- 
ationship fucing a common des- 
tiny." Jordan has always rec- 
ognised that the PLO should rep- 
resent the people of Palestine , the 


King said. But, he added that ' the 
question is: ' Is it doing so in the 
actions it has taken recently or 
not?'." 

The King said that the U.S. is 
also responsible for the failure of 
the joint one year effort with the 
PLO to reach a negotiated just sc t- 
tlement for the Palestinian que- 
stion. 

He said that at the very beg- 
inning of Jordan's joint moves 
with the PLO there was a great 
deal of procrastination by the Uni- 
ted States and otherwise (he talks 
might have reached this point or 
overtaken it in a positive sense 
much earlier than now. 

In his historic nation-wide spe- 
ech on Wednesday, the King rev- 
iewed the developments in Jor- 
dan’s efforts for a just solution to 
the Palestinian problem after the 
Kingdom signed the Feb. 1 1 acc- 
ord with the PLO and said Jordan 
was no longer able tu coordinate 
politically with the leadership of 
the PLO “until such time when 
their word becomes their bond, 
characterised with commitment. 


credibility and constancy." 

Answering a CNN question on 
whether he thought the PLO was 
not acting in conformity with the 
aspirations of the Palestinian peo- 
ple, the King said : “When I spoke 
to (PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat) 
lime and again I told him my view 
that his greatest strength was in his 
constituency. 1 believe this con- 
stituency is in the occupied ter- 
ritory, the West Bank and Gaza, 
as well as elsewhere and it is my 
hope somehow that the Pal- 
eslin cm leadership will always ref- 
lect the hopes, aspirations and suf- 
ferings of the people and their 
yearnings for peace with dignity 
and for a better future." 

The King also reiterated Jor- 
dan’s stand that the Kingdom 
“cannot talk on behalf of the Pal- 
estinians. We have to have a dear 
mandate.''

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Iraqi commander reports 
major breakthrough at Fao 


FAO’’ PENINSULA, Iraq ’(Age- 
ncies). — An Iraqi commander 
said op Saturday his troops had 
made a major breakthrough in the 
battlefbrthis southern Iraqi pen- 
insula and Iranian forces were ret- 
reating. 

Major-General Maher Abed Al 
Rashid, commander of one of 
three Iraqi columns counter- 
attacking against Iranian troops 
who thrust into southern Iraq on 
Feb. 9 , said Iraq would recapture 
the disused oil portof Fao within a 
week. 

“ My troops have been engaged 
in a fierce battle against the enemy 
since last night,” he told newsmen 
at his headquarters in the central 
sector of the peninsula 10 kil- 
ometres from Fao. 

“They have liberated an imp- 
ortant position today, a bre- 
akthrough in the current battle," 
be added. 

“We are advancing and are 
engaged in a fierce battle against 
the enemy, who is now on the ret- 
reat," he added. 

Geq. Rashid said Iraq estimated 
Iran's losses in its 13-day offensive 
at over 40.000 dead and 1 50,000 
wounded. 

He said Iranian troops now held 
less than 18 square kilometres of 


Iraqi territory ‘around FadTand 
dismissed earlier Iranian claims to 
have captured over 800 square 
kilometres of the peninsula as 
“sheer lies." 

“This is a decisive opportunity 
to annihilate the majority of the 
enemy forces and accelerate an 
end to the war," be said. 

Gen. Rashid said Iran was using 
chemical weapons, which he said 
were fired by artillery and mortar 
uniis, in the fighting, but made no 
mention of Iraqi casualties in the 
attacks. 

Iraq has denied Iranian charges 
it has been using chemical wea- 
pons. which Tehran claims have 
affected over 8,300 of its troops. 
“We have other destructive wea- 
pons to wipe them out. We do not 
need chemical weapons." Gen. 
Rashid said. 

He said Iran was planning a new 
offensive to try to divert Iraqi tro- 
ops and take the pressure off its 
forces in the south. 

Western intelligence reports say 
Iran has massed tens of thousands 
of troops west of the Huweizeh 
marshes further north. 

Gen! Rashid, normally attached 
to the Third Army Corps def- 
ending Basra, was transferred to 
the southern front as Iraq stepped 


up ib drive to regain the pen- 
insula. He led a big push into the 
marshes last week in which a wide 
area captured by Iran two years 
ago was retaken. 

The sound of heavy artillery was 
audible a few kilometres away 
throughout his briefing, and cor- 
respondents saw long columns of 
Iraqi troops and armour heading 
for the front lines from the north. 

An Iraqi colonel, who drove 
five reporters across the combat 
zone, said the forward most Iraqi 
position was four kilometres west 
of Fao. 

“The front line zigzags around 
Fao . There arc areas where wc are 
10 kilometres from Fao and in 
other areas we are only four kil- 
ometres from Fao.” the colonel 
said. 

“Our positions are not sep- 
arated from the enemy forces by 
any no-raan’s land. In several 
areas our soldiers and foe Iranians 
control the opposite slopes of the 
same hill," he added. 

During the drive across foe 
combat sector scores of dead Ira- 
nian soldiers were sighted on both

Israel said to be redeploying 
forces in S.Lebanon search 


TYRE (Agencies) — Israel pulled 
some of its forces in South Leb- 
anon back from foe areas where it 
is searching for two soldiers cap- 
tured by Lebanese militiamen, 
Israeli military sources and U.N. 
officials said on Saturday. 

The Israeli redeployment of the 
search forces, reported by AP, 
during Friday night and Saturday 
morrnog followed the ann- 
ouncement' by Chief of Staff 
Moshe Levy that Israel was wit- 
hdrawing its troops “from a fairly 
large part of the area in which sea- 
rches were taking place— as a res- 
ult of a development during the 
course of foe searches." 

The toothconfo searches of foe 
villages began on Monday imm- 
ediately after foe two soldiers. 
Yossi Fink and Rahamim Al She- 
ikh, were captured by members of 
the pro-Iranian Hezbollah militia. 
They continued despite the expiry 
of a telephoned ultimatum that 
one of foe soldiers would be killed 
if Israel did not pull its troops out 
by Wednesday night. 

A military source, who also 
spoke to AP on condition he was 
not identified, said between 50 to 
100 villagers had been detained 
for interrogation about the whe- 
reabouts of the soldiers and foeir 
captors. ■

Israel says all 
forces pulled 
back 

TEL AVIV (R) — Israel on Sat- 
urday polled back all forces sea- 
rching for two missing soldiers to 
wifoia Hs self-declared “security 
zone” in South Lebanon and the 
Israeli border, military officials 
said. 

The pullback came amid rising 
concern in Israel that the massive 
six-day search hi Lebanon would 
prompt a rise hi anti-Israeli att- 
acks by Lebanese commandos. 

The Israeli array later ann- 
ounced the withdrawal: 

“Israel defence force troops 
have left the search area north of 
the security zone. The search for. 
two mbsaog soldiers wQl continue 
by other means,” an army spo- 
kesman said. 

were being thinned out in areas 
north of an Israeli self-styled 
“security zone." 

Security sources quoted by 
Reuter said at least three people 
were wounded on Saturday when 
sporadic gunbattles flared as Isr- 
ael continued its six-day-long 
hunt. 

They said foe three were wou- 
nded in a valley near Deir Inter 


village. adding that three buddings 
were dynamited by Israeli troop* 
in the hamlets of Majdel Silm and 
Sultan iy eh. 

Reports showed the Israelis had 
found a commando arsenal of 
about fifty 122-mm Katyusha 
rockets in Sul tan iy eh. they said. 

There were signs Israel had sca- 
led down its military presence out- 
side its “security zone." but.there 
was no indication of imminent 
withdrawal, foe sources told Reu- 
ter. 

The spokesman for pea- 
cekeeping troops of the United 
Nati ons I nterim Force In Lebanon 
(UNIFIL), Timor Gokscl, said 
that in six days three mechanised 
infantry battalions totalling 1 .500 
Israeli troops had searched an 
■area about 16 kilometres by 12 
kilometres. 

“We have had many casualty 
reports but they cannot be con- 
firmed,” he said. Reports also 
spoke of looting by the pro-Israel 
“Soufo Lebanon Army" (SLA) 
militia'. 

Lebanese security sources in the 
southern port of Tyre told Reuter 
commandos ambushed an Israeli 
patrol near Qhaqaayiet village 
Friday night with anti-tank gre- 
nades and a roadside bomb or 
mine. There were no reports of 
casualties. 


Security 
Council 
finalises 
resolution 
on Gulf 

UNITED NATIONS (Agencies) 
—Security Council members have 
reached tentative agreement on a 
resolution calling on Iran and Iraq 
to observe an immediate ceasefire 
and withdraw in internationally 
recognised boundaries. 

The text, worked out during 
private consultations late Friday 
night, will be sub mined to capitals 
for approval and is expected to be 
put to a Vote at n public session on 
Monday, council members said. 

■ French Ambassador Claude de 
Kemoularia told reporters there 
was a good possibility foe res- 
olution might be adopted una- 
nimously by the 15 -nation body, 
which last Tuesday began deb- 
ating the latest escalation in the 
war at foe request of Arab states 
including Iraq. 

Iran boycotted foe debate. It 
launched a drive into southern 
Iraq nearly two weeks ago that 
brought its troops close to the fro- 
ntier with Kuwait. 

It demands that the council first 
condemn what it alleges to have 
been Iraq's use of chemical wea- 
pons and attacks on civilian tar- 
gets during the five- 
and- a -half- year-old war. 

The council's efforts involved 
intensive contacts berween its ten 
non -permanent members and the 
five permanent members — foe 
United States, the Soviet Union. 
Britain. China and France. It wan- 
ted to produce a text that would 
win unanimous approval without 
antagonising either Iran or Iraq, 
neither oouncil members. 

In its present form, foe draft 
would deplore “the initial acts 
which gave rise" to foe conflict 
and also its continuation, but wit- 
hout assigning blame. 

It would call on Iran and Iraq to 
“observe an immediate ceasefire, 
a cessation of all hostilities on 
land, at sea and io the air. and 
withdrawal of all forces to the int- 
ernationally recognised bou- 
ndaries without delay.” 

It would also urge that a com- 
prehensive exchange of prisoners 
of war be completed soon after a 
mice, in cooperation with the Int- 
ernational Committee of the Red 
Cross. 

Both parties would be called on 
to submit all aspects of the conflict 
to mediation or any other means 
of peaceful settlement. 

The council would also ask Sec- 
retary General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar to continue efforts to help 
Iran and Iraq implement the res- 
olution. All other states would be

Jordan will not substitute for 
Palestinians, King reaffirms 

Lower House endorses decision to terminate 
political coordination with PLO leadership

AMMAN — HLs Majesty King 
Hussein said on Saturday that 
Jordan w;ill by no means act a*, a 
substitute for foe Palestinians and 
will never prevent them from cho- 
osing foe course they want. 

Addressing members of foe 
Lower House of Parlia ment at the 
Royal Court, the King also said: 
"Jordan will continue to support 
the Palestinian people everywhere 
and will support efforts to end 
their plight." 

The King was replying to a sta- 
tement of total support made by 


the Lower House for his decision 
to terminate political coordination 
with the leadership of the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO). 

The King said he felt it was his 
duty to present to the people the 
facts and foe outcome of his con- 
tacts with the PLO. 

He expressed that the dialogue 
with foe Palestinians and other 
Arab countries will continue and 
lead to a formula that can help the 
Arabs and enable them to free the 
Arab people from Israeli occ- 
upation. 

The Lower 


House ' statement. 


which was read out to the King by 
House Speaker Akef Al Fayez. 
expressed full support to foe 
King's speech on Wednesday rev- 
iewing Jordan's two attempts to 
work jointly w ifo foe PLO to find 
a peaceful settlement to the Pal- 
estinian question. 

In rhe statement, the House rei- 
terated commitment to the con- 
stitutional unity betw een the West 
and East banks. 

“This nation has absolute belief 
and conviction in its scared con- 
stitutional unity, which came acc- 
ording to the desire of the people

Egypt seeks Arab help to heal Jordan-PLO rift 


CAIRO ( R) — Egypt appealed on 
Saturday to other .Arab countries 
to help U try to bridge differences 
between Jordan and the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
over future Middle East peace 
moves. 

Jordan on Wednesday ter- 
minated coordinated political 
moves with foe PLO. accusing its 
leadership of impeding moves 
towards an international peace 
conference. 

Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Esmat Abdul Meguid called on 
other Arab states to assist in pat- 
ching up the split so Jordan and 
foe PLO could resume efforts to 
find a formula that would pave the 
way for the proposed peace con- 
ference. 

“We ask our Arab brothers to 


help us to bring back together the 
Palestinians and the Jordanians." 
he said. 

Mr. Abdul Meguid said Egypt 
was exploring all avenues to brv 
dge the differences rather than 
apportioning blame or passing 
judgment on either side. 

T don't think that both sides 
have closed foe door.” be added. 

A columnist in foe semi-official 
Al Ahram newspaper wrote on 
Saturday that the Middle East 
peace process was now at a cro- 
ssroads. 

The writer. Ihsan Bakr. said dif- 
ferences were not between foe 
PLO and Jordan but primarily 
with the United States, which sho- 
uld also agree to accept sim- 
ultaneously the right of self- 


determination for the Palestinian 
people. 

In the United Arab Emirates, 
the Al Ittihad newspaper said the 
Fateh leadership was holding con- 
tacts with all Palestinian factions 
to discuss the possibility of con- 
vening an emergency meeting of 
foe Palestine National Council 
(PNC) to discuss the breakdown 
of PLO-Jordanian moves. 

The paper quoted Palestinian 
sources as saying foe PLO has 
requested the help of the Soviet 
Union and several Arab states in 
reconciling PLO factions before 
holding foe PNC session. 

The sources said Algeria was 
being contacted to host this ses- 
sion but no date had been pro- 
posed yet. 


Marcos claims death plot foiled 
as defence chiefs stage rebellion 


MANILA (Ageacies) — Pre- 
sident Ferdinand E. Marcos cla- 
imed on Saturday that he had unc- 
overed a military plot to ass- 
assinate him and called upon his 
defence minister and armed forces 
chief-designate to abandon an 
effort to unseat him from a sub- 
urban military camp. 

Mr. Marcos made the call after 
Defence Minister Juan Ponce Enr- 
ile and military chief designate 
Fidel Ramos took over the^Def- 
ence Ministry Saturday night, 
vofced to fight to foe death, and 
called on troops and other min- 
isters to join them against Mr. 
Marcos. 

Just two weeks after pre- 
sidential elections in which opp- 
osition candidate Cbrazon Aqu- 
ino claims she was cheated. Mr. 
Enrile told a press conference: 
“We will stay here until we are 
kDled. 

"We want foe will of foe people 
to be respected. I believe foe 
mandate of foe people does not 
belong to the (Marcos) regime." 

But Mr. Marcos charged that 
Mr. Enrile and Gen. Ramos were 
involved in a plot as suss mate him- 
self and his wife Imelda. 

, “They were part of an abortive 
plot against foe first lady and the 
president,” he told a press con- 
ference. 

The frS-year-old president, due 
tu be swom is for a fourth term on 
Tuesday after his disputed Feb. 7 
election victory, said: “The sit- 
uation is under control... 

He added : “Other commanders 
have now organised troop under 
foeir command... to liquidate, 
eliminate" forces now with Gen. 
Ramos and Mr. Enrile at Camp 


Aguinaldo, the Defence Ministry 
headquarters in southern Manila. 

Mr. Marcos said: “I call on foe 
former minister of defence and foe 
former vice chief of staff to stop 
this stupidity and surrender." 

He said that if forces loyal to 
him moved in “ there will be a blo- 
ody mes?. It will mean foe liq- 
uidation of all those men." 

Hs said troops were guarding 
entrances to Camp Aguinaldo 
■and I have asked commanders to 
prevent any movement of troops, 
whether ours or theirs." 

He declared: “I am still willing 
to (talk) if we can negotiate this 
matter instead of fighting it out." 

Mr. Marcos charged by Mrs. 
Aquino and foe United States, 
until now his staunchest supporter 
during 20 years of power, with 
winning the election by fraud, vio- 
lence and intimidation, was som- 
bre for most of foe press con- 
ference. 

Mr. Marcos claimed foe alleged 
assassination was to have been 
carried by a Captain Ricardo 
Morales. But foe plot was foiled 
after presidential and security off- 
icers captured some of the men 
and they confessed under int- 
errogation, he said, 

Gen . Ra mos, 57 . a cousin of Mr. 
Marcos and named by him as suc- 
cessor to General Fabian Ver. 
said: "I think foe president of 
J 986 is not the president we- knew 
before and to whom we pledged 
our loyalty and our service. 

“J am withdrawing my support 
for the president... it is ray duty to 
see that foe sovereign will of foe 
people is respected. I am bothered 
by my conscience.” 

Heavily armed soldiers guarded 


the Defence Ministry hea- 
dquarters and a helicopter ferried 
in 10 sacks of weapons. 

Mr. Enrile. who has been with _ 
Mr. Marcos' government for 20 
years, said Mr. Marcos' generals 
intended to arrest all leaders of foe 
opposition and members of a mil- 
itary reform movement. 

“I imagine orders like this 
would come from the highest aut- 
hority ” Mr. Enrile said. 

Earlier in the day. Mr. Enrile 
was escorted from his home to the 
ministry by armed men but his 
bodyguards were allowed to acc- 
ompany him. 

Army and paramilitary Phi- 
lippine constabulary soldiers occ- 
upied the four-storey ministry bui- 
lding in Camp Aguinaldo. one of 
five military bases in and around 
Manila. Air force, marine and 
navy contingents were posted 
around foe headquarters building. 

“We have friendly forces in foe 
army. navy, air force and mar- 
ines." Gen. Ramos told 

Gen. Salvador Mison. who 
commands troops in an area on 
southern islands, said he had seen 
Mr. Enrile inside foe building.' 
Asked if Mr. Enrile was being arr- 
ested. Gen. Mison said. “I don’t 
know." 

Mrs. Aquino was in the central 
Philippines city of Cebu on Sat- 
urday campaigning for a boycott 
of Mr. Marcos' government.

U.S. cautions against 
spread of Gulf war

KUWAIT (AP) — U.S. Ambassador to Kuwait Ant- 
hony Quainton was quoted here Saturday as cau- 
tioning against the spread of the Iran-Iraq war to 
neighbouring countries, stressing that the region 
was of “particular importance” to the United States: 


“We are closely following up 
the developments in the battles 
and are doing our best to put an 
end to the hostilities through neg- 
otiations,'' Mr. Quainton was quo- 
ted as saying in an interview with 
.the newspaper Al Anbaa. 

“ We are afraid the war may spr- 
ead to neighbouring countries in 
the region which is of particular 
importance to us." he said. 

Iran's offensive on Iraq's Fao 
peninsula, launched on Feb. 9. 
brought the war 25 k Do metres 
from Kuwait’s Bubiyan Island. 
Kuwait and other countries in the 
Gulf provide about 20 per cent of 
the non -Communist world's sup- 
ply of crude oD. 

The American ambassador ple- 
dged his government “will con- 
tinue to support efforts a t the Uni- 
ted Nations and the Security Cou- 
ncil to bring the hostilities to a 
halt." 

The American ambassador also 
warned the new leadership in 
South Yemen against interference 
in neighbouring countries. “We 
hope the new Marxist government 
in Aden will refrain from any act- 
ivity that could undermine the 
independence of neighbouring 
states.” he said. 

The new leaders in the 
Marxist-ruled country on the sou- 
thern tip of the Arab peninsula 
replaced President Ali Nasser 
Mohammad after 12 days of blo- 


ody fighting in Aden last month 
between rival factions of the 
Yemeni Socialist Party. 

Mr. Quainton described rel- 
ations between the United States 
and Kuwait as “strong in all fie- 
lds." 

Responding to a question about 
Kuwait’s purchase of weapons 
from the Soviet Union, Mr. Qua- 
inton said “it is up to Kuwait to 
purchase weapons from any sou- 
rce it deemed appropriate.” 

“Kuwaitis an independent cou- 
ntry which has the right to buy 
arms from any source. We how- 
ever maintain a good relationship 
with Kuwait.”' he added. 

Meanwhile an Iraqi general has 
said the battle for Iraq's southern 
Fao peninsula would be decisive 
because Iran had thrown the bulk 
of its forces into its 12-day-old 
offensive. 

Lt. Gen. Hisham Sabah Al Fak- 
hri said Iraqi troops would rec- 
apture the o3 port of Fao or die in 
the attempt. 

He commands the southern 
column of a three-pronged 
counter-attack against Iranian 
forces which crossed the Shatt Al 
Arab waterway to seize Fao in the 
latest flare-up in the Gulf war. 

“If this battle ends with our vic- 
tory, which I am confident of, the 
enemy war machinery will be folly 
crushed because they threw die 
main bulk of their fortes into this 


battle," Gen. Fakhri told a group 
of correspondents visiting the war- 
front. 

He told reporters the Iranian 
invasion force exceeded 150,000 
men. On Friday he declined to est- 
imate the Iranian strength. 

Three days ago Iraqi array 
commanders said Iran had massed 
hundreds of thousands of regular 
army troops and volunteers lor a 
new offensive some way to the 
north of Fao through the Hawizeh 
Marshes. 

* Iraqi troops had advanced to 
within eight kilometres of Fao. 
Helicopter gunships were seen 
rocketing Iranian positions behind 
the frontline as both sides fought 
fierce artillery and tank duels. 

On the way to the warfront. 
reporters saw dozens of Iranian 
corpses lying on both sides of the 
road to Fao. 

Weapons, helmets and equ- 
ipment littered the salty terrain. 

Hundreds of Iraqi soldiers were 
well entrenched on both sides of 
tile road as tanks and artillery she- 
lled I ranian positions. 

Correspondents were driven in 
jeeps across the Khawr Abd Allah 
Canal and saw no sign of Iranian 
activity. 

The port of Umra Qasr was 
busy . a jumble of cranes as cargoes 
were unloaded. Trucks and other 
war material were moving in and 
out of the port, despite the war 
some 25 kilometres to the east. 

A column of Soviet-made T-54..

Mr. Qaysi said Iraqi President 
Saddam Hussein Friday visited 
the Iraqi naval base at Umm Qasr, 
spoke with troops and rode on a 
naval vessel in the area. 

Iranians had claimed three days 
ago that their troops had taken 


Umm Qasr. Later they revised this 
to say they had “neutralised” the 
base by the proximity of their tro- 
ops. 

Umm Qasrisatthe northern tip 
of the Gulf west of the Iraqi oil 
port of Fao which was captured by 
Iranian troops in the latest esc- 
alation of the Iran-Iraq war.

Carrington sees limited 
Mideast role for NATO 


WASHINGTON (USIA) - 
Some individual member-* 
countries of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organisation (NATO) 
might cooperate with the United 
States if it were involved in action 
outside the NATO treaty area in 
the Middle East, said Lord Peter 
Carrington, NATO's secretary- 
general. 

Lord Carrington said in an int- 
erview that be doubted NATO as 
an alliance would involve itself 
outside its geographical area, 
which essentially is Europe. 

He added, however, that the all- 
iance certainly is concerned with 


whatoccurs outside its treaty area ; 
for instance: “You've only got to 
look at the supply of ofi from the 
Middle East and realise what eff- 
ect that might have if the tap was 
turned off, what effect that might 
have on. the Western European 
economy.” 

Lord Carrington suggested that 
if the United States were involved 
in action outside the NATO treaty 
area, some of foe alliance cou- 
ntries would be w illing to assist, 
“though this would be done on a 
bilateral basis or amongst the 
group of countries that could act- 
ually militarily help.”

KHARTOUM (AP) — Twelve 
relatives of Jaafar Numeiri have 
been arrested for campaigning 
against foe militaiy -guided gov- 
ernment that ousted Numeiri from 
foe presidency last April, a state- 
owned newspaper reported Sat- 
urday. 

The daily Al Sahafa reported 
that foe 12, including a former 
brigadier in Nuraeiri’s now- 
disbanded Security Service, had 
been monitored for some time 
before their arrests Thursday 
night. 

Interior Minister Abbas Med- 
ani told the newspaper the sus- 
pects had been bolding secret 
meetings in Omdurman, across 


the White Nile from Khartoum 
proper. He said they had been dis- 
tributing leaflets and writing on 
walls slogans calling for Numeirfs 
return. 

Sontetime Friday night, so me of 
foe grafitti had been painted over 
with slogans saying “foe butcher 
will not return” and signed by the 
Arab Baa foist Party, a leftist 
pan-Arabist group. 

The government announced 
earlier this week establishment of 
a special tribunal to try Numeiri 
and six other people for their role 
in foe 1969 coup that overthrew a 
democratic government and bro- 
ught him to power. Conviction of 
the charges is punishable by death. 


Chad asks Egypt for more military aid 


CAIRO (Agencies) — Chgd has 
asked Egypt for more arras aid for 
defence against Libyan-backed 
rebels, an envoy of Chad Pre- 
sident Hlsscnc Habre said Sat- 
urday. 

The emissary. Mohammad 
Nouri, disclosed foe request to 
reporters after meeting with Pre- 
sident Hosni Mubarak and del- 
ivering a "written message” from 
Mr. Habre.

but. we did not request Egyptian 
troops." 

Speaking in French through an 
interpreter, Mr. Nouri gave do 
specifies of the military equipment 
his country was seeking and did 
not reveal Mr. Mubarak’s res- 
ponse. 

Mr. Mubarak left his office after 
the meeting without talking to 
reporters. 

France sent 750 soldiers and a

N'Djamena this week after Mon- 
day’s attack on its airport by a 
Libyan bomber. 

The Libyan action followed a 
French air raid on an airfield in 
northern Chad built by Libya to 
serve as a staging area for anti- 
Habre rebel forces led by farmer 
President Goukounx OueddeL .

‘ Jordan will hot substitute for Palestinians’

in the two banks, and approved by 
Parliament which represents both 
banks of the Kingdom on April 
24, 1950,” the statement said. 

It said the House deputies 
"were deeply disappointed in the 
PLO leadership’s position in the 
light of the threats which face the 
people in the Israeli-occupied ter- 
ritories." 

In the House debate which pre- 
ceded the adoption of the sta- 
tement, a number of deputies pra- 
ised the King's speech describing 
it as “historical, comprehensive 
and candid." 

A number of deputies, mostly 
those who represent West Bank 
constituencies, appealed to the 
King to proceed ahead in his eff- 
orts to find a just and durable 
peace in the Middle East "to save 
the people from the Israeli occ- 
upation." 

West Bank deputies said that 
the people they represent were 
looking forward for a successful 
coordination between Jordan and 
the PLO. However, they said, they 
totally support and understand the 
King’s step. 

Although most deputies did not 
severely condemn the PLO lea- 
dership's position, they accused it 
of “wasting a chance for achieving 
peace in the area." 

Several deputies went further in 
their criticising the PLO by raising 
questions about the legitimacy of 
the Rabat Arab summit resolution 
of 1 974 which recognised the PLO 
as the sole legitimate rep- 
resentative of the Palestinian peo- 
ple. 

“We were not consulted on that 
decision,” a number of deputies 
pointed out. 

These deputies, however, ste- 
ered away from an explicit rej- 
ection erf the Rabat summit res- 
olution and. so me of them app- 
ealed Jto PLO Chairman Yasser 
Arafat to reconsider his position 
and accept the American offer, 
which was secured through Jor- 
dan’s efforts, of a formal invitation 
to an international conference on 
the Middle East in return for the 
PLO*s acceptance erf United Nat- 
ions Security Council Resolutions 
242 and 338. 

Both Jordan and the PLO have 
repeatedly called for the con- 
vening of ah international con- 
ference in which the Security 
Council's five permanent mem- 
bers and all parties involved, inc- 
luding the PLO, will participate. 


The deputies' public criticism of 
the PLO and the' Rabat summit 
resolution was the first of its kind 
since the restoration of Parliament 
two years ago. A number of them 
repeatedly pointed out that they 
were expressing the opinion of-the 
people in the West Bank since 
they “were directly elected by 
them.” 

Deputy of Balqa in the East 
Bank Zohair Douqan suggested 
that the West Bank rep- 
resentatives convey their views to 
the Arab League and the United 
Nations which recognised the 
PLO as the sole legitimate rep- 
resentative of the Palestinian peo- 
ple. 

In general, most of the deputies 
who spoke on Saturday's session 
supported the idea that Jordan 
pursue peace efforts. The only 
exception was Muslim fun- 
damentalist deputies who dec- 
lared that the only way to solve the 
Palestinian question and restore 
the usurped Arab territories was 
through a military confrontation 
with Israel. 

The Muslim fundamentalist 
deputies, represented by Yousef 
Al Adem, argued that the next 
step should be a total mobilisation 
of Jordan's efforts and declaration 
of a jihad against Israel. 

West Bank deputies, however, 
strongly argued in favour of the 
King's strategy, citing the det- 
eriorating conditions of the Pal- 
estinian people under the Israeli 
occupation. 

The deputies urged the Arab 
countries to fulfil their financial 
obligations towards Jordan in 
order to support the steadfastness 
of people in the occupied Arab 
territories. 

Deputy of Ramallah Nicola 
Akel said he totally supported the 
view that the people" in the 
Israeli -occupied territories should 

be the main concern in any pol- 
itical efforts to find a solution to 
the Palestinian question. He rei- 
terated commitment to the unity 
between tile Jordanian and Pal- 
estinian people which is man- 
ifested in the constitutional unity 
of the two banks. 

Mr. Akel, 33, the youngest 
member of Parliament, criticised 
the PLO’s demand that the United 
States recognise the Palestinian 
people's right to self- 
determination. ‘Die unity between 
the Jordanian and the Palestinian 
people "expresses the Palestinian 
right to sdf-detennination," be 


said. 

■•This unity, the unity of blood 
belonging and commitment, the 
unity erf the past, the present and 
che future is itself the right to 
self-determination which is ours 
by right and was not granted by 
either the United States or .the 
Soviet Union or by any otber int- 
ernational power and we shall 
defend this unity till the last drop 
of our and our sons' blood," he 
said. 

Mr. . Akel strongly condemned 
the American administration for 
backtracking on its promise to 
supply Jordan with arms. 

He was referring to a SI .9 mil- 
lion arms deal which has been she- 
lved by the American adm- 
inistration. The U.S. Congress had 
linked its approval to the arms 
deal to Jordan’s readiness to enter 
into direct negotiations with Isr- 
ael. 

However, Mr. Akel noted that 
there was a positive change in the 
American administration's pos- 
ition vis-a-vis the Palestinian que- 
stion. 

"The efforts of King Hussein 
and his government have led to a 
positive and official change" in the 
American administration's stand 
on the issue, he said. 

Mr. Daoud Suleiman Daoud, 
deputy of Jerusalem, said he sup- 
ported the King's decision without 
any reservations but he regretted 
the collapse of coordination bet- 
ween Jordan and the PLO. 

Deputy Khaled Fiad of Tul- 
karem voiced strong criticism of 
the Rabat summit resolution say- 
ing that it had actually given the 
responsibility of the West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip to the PLO. He 
said Jordan and Egypt should 
have remained responsible for the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

“By accepting the Rabat res- 
olution, the PLO actually aba- 
ndoned its charter which stated 
that its goal was to liberate all the 
territories of the Palestine,*' he 
said. 

He said by accepting the Rabat 
summit resolution, the PLO opted 
for a political solution. The PLO 
had pursued that option again 
when it endorsed the Fez Arab 
peace plan of 1982 and Mien it 
sjgnedtheFeb.il agreement with 
Jordan in 1985, he noted. 

Thus, Mr, Fiad concluded, it 
was time for the PLO leadership 
to make 19 its mind and "be hon- 
est with itself and with the Pal- 
estinian people.” 


King receives more backing, 
support for national policy 

Fateh officers, delegations from Karak and Palestinian 

representatives deliver messages in audiences with King Hussein 

AMMAN (Petra) — His Majesty Kjng Hussein Sat- 
urday received further backing and-sppport for his 
national stand vis-a-vis the Palestine problem and 
his endeavours to safeguard the Palestinian people's 
rights in their homeland. 


Among those expressing sup- 
port for the King were the officers 
and troops of the Jordan-based A I 
Karameh military ramp set up by 

Fateh, the mainstream commando 
faction uf the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO). The eump 
officers and non-commissioned 
officers were received in audience 
at the Ruyal Court by His Majesty 
King Hussein and their speaker. 
Lt.-Col. Jihril Shulash. said that 
his men totally support King Hus- 
sein's address to the nation! and 
his efforts for ending the Israeli 
occupation of Arab territory. 

In his address Wednesday eve- 
ning. the King gave an in-depth 
review of Jordan's efforts for a just 
solution to the Palestinian pro- 
blem and he said the Kingdom was 
termmating joint political moves 
with the PLO leadership. We have 
fully grasped Your Majesty's spe- 
ech and understand the relentless 
efforts you are making to liberate 
Palestinian land and to secure fre- 
edom for the A rah people now' liv- 
ing under Israeli rule." Dr. Sha- 
lash said in his speech before the 
King. 

Dr. Shalash said: "The unity of 
the two hanks of Jordan and their 
peoples is historic and sacred and 
we support every step aimed at 
regaining the legitimate and nat- 
ional rights of the two peoples. We 
totally support and adhere to the 
Joidanian-Palcstinan accord sig- 
ned on Feb. 1 J . 1 985 which emb- 
odies the foundations of the his- 
toric relationship between the two 
peoples and appeal to Your Maj- 


esty to maintain this accord as a 
foundation for that munial rel- 
ationship." 

King Hussein later received 
notables representing Kurak 
Gove morale who came to voice 
support for the King's national 
policy. 

Delivering a speech on behalf of 
the dclegu t*»n was Kanik Deputy 
Governor Nuzih Ammarin who 
said that the King 's sjjeech pre- 
sented a detailed assessment of 
the developments in the Palestine 
problem and a candid and open 
explanation of the talks with the 
PLO and the challenges Jonhtn 
and the Palestinians are facing as a 
result of the no-war no-peace sit- 
uation. He sukl that this situation 
opens the way for resolving the 
Palestine issue at the expense of 
Jordan, and this country has bec- 
ome a direct target for Israel’s 
expansionist plans. 

Therefore. Mr. Ammarin said, 
the Jordanian people support 
King Hussein's relentless efforts 
designed to bring about an end to 
occupation and to liberate Holy 
places in Palestine. 

Also speaking was Mr. Abd- 
ullah A I Bustanji who represented 
the Palestinians living in Karak 
Govcmonite. He said that the 
Palestinian people were looking to 
the King for achieving a just and 
durable peace that would ensure 
the return of the usurped lands. 

Represen tatives of various pub- 
lic sectors in Jordan called at the 
Royal Court Saturday to express 
their support for the King. These 


represented trade unions, cha- 
mbers of commerce and industry, 
bedouin tribes and rep- 
rehend lives of Palestinian refugee 
ramps.

Higher Committee for 
Palestine cables King 

Alsu Saturday, the Higher Arab

HIS MAJESTY King Hussein, ip. his interview with the Cable 
News Network broadcast yesterday, made it dear that, fol- 
lowing the break in talks with She PLO leadership, this is a time 
to face up to the realities of the situation in the Middle East. 
This means that this current period is one for reassessment and 
reflection, and not — as some people would have it — a chance 
to allow the area to slide further into uncertainty, instability 
and eventually disaster. 

The American people. Congress and administration to 
whom the King addressed his words in the first place, must no 
doubt be aware of the treuaendousmess of efforts that Jordan 
had exerted to start a m eaning ful peace process and to make it 
work. And it is they, more than anybody else perhaps, who 
should now p try to listen more carefully and respond more 
positively to what His Majesty has to say. The rest of us should 
do likewise of course, for everybody has his crucial role to play 
for peace. But the U.S., as the King pointed out in the int- 
erview, is also responsible for the failure of this herculian peace 
effort since there was a great deal of procrastination on its part 
at the very beginning. Had this not been the case, we might 
have reached a more positive point in the joint effort, or 
otherwise we might reached this point, sad as it is, much earlier 
indeed. 

Where the U.S. can be of the utmost help, from now on, is in 
workmg to realise — or admit — that the right of sdf- 
determsoaticn Is as sacred to the Palestinians and to us as it is or 
should be to the people of the U.S. and the rest of the world. 
Having said-thismso many words to the Americans, and rigid 
after exposing everything that happened over the past year to 
the Palestinian and Jordanian peoples and the Arab Nation at 
large, the King has once again demonstrated his unq- 
uestionable wisdom and the uniqueness and centrality of his .. 
position and role in the peace effort. This also goes a long way to 
prove the soundness and bravery of the stance that Jordan has 
always adopted on the Palestinian problem. For, among all the 
parties concerned, only the King’s position had had all the 
reasonableness and moderation and common ground that are 
necessary to a lasting and honourable settlement acceptable to 
all. 

It is His Majesty’s vision that is about the only thmg heft 
with a hope For achieving Middle East peace. And it is this 
vision indeed thai must guide us ail in this difficult period of 
reflection and reassessment which is so truly necessary for 
peace.

Al Ru'i: No total boycott 

THE Western media have been presenting King Hussein’s decision 
to end political coordination with the PLO for the time being as a 
total boycott of relations between Jordan and the PLO. AJso the 
Israeli media described the move as helping the Israelis in their 
present position.

Americans agree to eliminate

on how 


tl was, no doubt, because of 
tiiis weekly economic column, 
that I was invited to spend four 
weeks in die United States 
under the International Visitor 
Programme, arranged to upd- 
ate economic writers from IS 
countries on the VS. economy. 

Having returned from tius 
interesting experience, I feel 
obliged to report to my readers 
on my findings. 

The official purpose of the 
programme was: "To provide 
partiepants with a better und- 
erstanding of die economic sys- 
tem and the economic policy- 
making process of the United 
States and major economic iss- 
ues.” 

The programme included 
briefings and discussions with 
many public and private ins- 
titutions and individuals, such 
as: the chairman of the Council 
of Economic Advisors, the 
Congress Joint Economic 
Committee, representatives 
from the Departments of 


Commerce and Treasury, the 
World Bank and 'the Int- 
ernational Monitary Fund, the 
Cha robe rof Commerce . labour 
unions, think tanks, uni- 
versities, banks, high tec- 
hnology corporations, the New 
York Stock Exchange, the 
Federal Reserve Bank, several 
media giants including the New 
York Times, the Wall Street 
Journal, and US. News, local 
governments at the levels of 
state and country, legislatures, 
farmers' unionists and many 
others. 

Against each official rep- 
resenting the administration's 
point of view, we met others 
who presented the opposition, 
asserting that the adm- 
inistration's policies were 
wrong, insensitive, unrealistic, 
and would not work. 

My overall impression is that 
this was an extremely plu- 
ralistic society, with various 
conflicting interests and vie- 
wpoints, interacting in a free 


environment, but within the 
limits of the law. 

The huge deficit of the bud- 
get was still the major issue in 
the United States. There was a 
consensus that it was dan- 
gerous and must be eliminated 
tnit, there was disagreement on 
tow this objective could be 
achieved. 

President Reagan and the 
supply-side economists are for 
the cutdown on social pro- 
grammes. The opposition and 
the Democrats are for higher 
taxes and cutdown on defence. 
The deadlock resulted in the 
Gramm-Rudman Bill which is 
expected to trigger reductions 
in certain expenditures across 
the board. The controversial 
bill was passed into law, but it 
was challenged in the Supreme 
Court which decided that the 
law was not constitutional. 

On the economic pro- 
jections, it is interesting that 
tone predicts an imminent rec- 
ession as was feared a year ago. 


Most economists believed that 
growth will continue at a sat- 
isfactory pace during lVSti. 

In general, it was expected 
that inflation will pick up dur- 
ing this year, the dollar will be 
weaker, interest rates may stay 
at approximately the present 
level, money supply will con- 
tinue its rapid growth, while 
large scale protectionism was 
almost ruled out. 

However, no econo mist ven- 
tured to give longer term pro- 
jections. They agreed that eco- 
nomists have a pretty dismal 
record when it comes to for- 
ecasting . Appa ren tly there was 
no point in worrying about the 
state of the economy ten or five 
or even three Years into the 
future. When mat future arr- 
ives. the problems and pro- 
posed solutions are likely to be 
completely different from pre- 
sent expectations. 

At ray questioning, Gesa 
Feketekuty, of the U.S. Trade 
Representative, defended the 


Free Trade Zone agreement 
with Israel, and claimed that 
the same arrange men t was ava- 
ilable to any interested Arab 
country including Jordan. Alt- 
hough I doubt that this is true, 
yet I am almost sure that Jor- 
dan is not interested, in such 
partnership, because our infant 
industries cannot withstand 
American competition without 
adequate protection. 

In another meeting with 
Chris Mathew, the chief ass- 
istant to the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives 
Tomas O’Niel, I enquired 
about tiie reasons preventing 
America from playing a con- 
structive peace-making role in 
the Middle East, as a sup- 
erpower which should be 
even-handed. Mathew sna- 
pped back that Carter tried to 
be even-handed “but can you 
tell me what happened to him." 
and where he is now? Mathew 
also noticed that "it is obvious 
that your King is for just peace. 


and that the President of the 
United Slates can do* som- 
ething about it, but apparently 
be is not interested. Not due to 
lack of understanding or con- 
viction., but because of local 
political considerations." After 
a pause he added: "When you. 
Jordanians, have two mDSbn 
votes in the United States, 
come and see me." . 

About the arms deal to Jor- 
dan . which was blocked by the 
Congress, Mathew insisted that 
Mr. Reagan was not serious 
about it, and that he only ref- 
erred the papers to. the Con- 
gress in a routine manner wit- 
hout giving any signal that the 
deal was essential for the Ame- 
rican interests in the Middle 
East, aod for the adm- 
inistration's foreign policy in' 
the region. Reagan.. Mathew 
admitted, could have definitely 
got the deal approved if be 
were to make the effort, but 
why should he anger the Israeli 
lobby?

across River Jordan and make it 
impossible for the Israelis to expel 
Pales tinians to the East Bank, the 
King said: “I would hope that 
tilings would never reach that 
-jint. But I certainly see ind- 
ications of growing annexation... 
to now a problem of maybe a min- 
ority at this stage within Israel that 
seeks to dominate the entire occ- 
upied area, and only whether this 
could happen is through expelling 
people fro ra it.

Asked whether he thought the 
destabilisation of Jordan would 
become a policy of the Israeli gov- 
ernment in such an event, the King 
said: "This is precisely what I am 
saying.” 

Replying to a question on the 
U.S. decision to shelve arms sales 
to Jordan, the King said his “int- 
erpretation is that the US., after 
30 years of a very dose rel- 
ationship... has decided, chosen to 
terminate this relationship." But, 
he said, "arms can be bought els- 
ewhere and will be with whatever 
means we have available." 

"We are looking at all options, 
including the Soviet option," he 
said. 

The King said the improvement 
in JonJanian -Syrian relations had 
nothing to do with the American 
decision to shelve arras sales to 
Jordan. "The Jordanian -Syrian 
relations are an aspect of Arab rel- 
ations which were of interest to 
the majority of Arab states. It was 
Arab mediation that brought 
about the first renewed contact. I 
believe that in Syria they have 
their view and we have our views 
on many matters and we have our 
differences.” 

Question: Your Majesty, does this 
mean -stalemate, at least a tem- 
porary stalemate, in the peace 
process as far as the Palestinian 
issue goes? 

Answer: I believe it means that we 
have to face up to realities. I have 
had todothatandatrhe same time 
it is a period of reassessment for 
the Palestinian people and the 
Arab people. I Felt it my duty to 
expose all that has happened to a 
people who after all are affected 
by conditions in our part of the 
world and who have the right to 
know where we are now. 

Q: Do you think Sir. it moves this 
troubled area closer or away from 
the possibility of renewed con- 
flict? 

A: If we fail in our continued att- 
empts to secure a just, durable 
peace, then obviously the chances 
for disaster overtaking this area - 
and who live in it are very real and 
I felt throughout the recent past 
and I feel now that we do not have 
much time. Hopefully, efforts for 
the establishment of a just and 
durable peace will continue. 

Q: Your Majesty, you broke with 
Yasser Arafat because of lack of 
confidence in him. There has been 
a lack of confidence in Yasser 
Arafat in my country, the 
also. Do you think that President 


Reagan could find some new ope- 
ning. some new hope for the U.S. 
in this hopefully temporary break 
in the peace process? 

. A: [cannot say whether it could be 
possible or otherwise. But I do feel 
that the U.S. has always had a very 
important role to play to secure 
justice, peace and a better future 
for generation s to co me in our pa rt 
of the world and in the world as a 
• whole. 

On the other hand, the only opt- 
ion I had when we failed to not 
only reach agreement but agr- 
eement bused on the imp- 
lementation of earlier com- 
mitments. I felt that this was som- 
ething that has to be brought to 
the attention of the Palestinian 
people and the people' of Jordan 
and the Arabs and the world ind- 
eed. And this is what I have done, 
and I think that the period ahead 
will see a reappraisal by all. 

Q: Leaving out the arms question 
for the moment, do you find any 
fault with the U^. in the way this 
process has gone this heavy effort 
that you have put in to this in the 
last year? 

A: One wouldn't be right to say 
that I could have nothing to (aff- 
ord) the 1 U.S., for I think the U.S. 

' is also responsible.- At the very 
-beginning of our joint effort, there 
was a great deal of pro- 
crastination. and otherwise we 
might have readied this point or 
overtaken it in a positive sense 
much earlier than now. 

Q: Do you think the U.S. should 
now express a determination on its 
part to give self-determination to 
the Palestinians on the West 
Bank? 

A: As far as self-determination, it 
is a principle that is very much at 
the rootofyour thinking and your' 
history and your feelings in the 
■ UJS. And the right to self- 
determination and for the people 
of Palestine and it is as sacred to us 
as it is or should be to the people of 
the US. 

Q: You have always said. Sir. no to 
separate negotiations between 
Jordan and Israel. 

As I understand it on the gro- 
unds that Palestinian and the Jor- 
danian problems are inextricably 
twin. They are one problem when 
itco mes to the Israeli issue and the 
West Bank issue. 

Can you now develop contacts 
and communion in negotiations 
with other Palestinian leaders on 
the West Bank? 

A: Hie problem is before the Pal- 
estinian people, and the most 
important objective we have is to 
ensure that they somehow regain 
their rights on their lost territory 
and our particular concerns are 
people on the occupied territories 
the West Bank and Gaza as well as 
Palestinians everywhere in terms 
of their rights. The problem is with 
them now and I hope thata debate 
will not take too long before we 
reach a point where we can ide- 
ntify where the Palestinians wish 
us to go. 

Q: Are you trying to determine 
that now and trying to find pos- 


sible new sources of where you can 
bring in new negotiators among 
the Palestinians? 

A: We adhere to a concept of the 
agreement of the 1 llh of February 
of last year in terms of the bal- 
anced Palestinian-Jordanian rel- 
a tionship facing a common destiny 
and at the same time we agree to 
the concept, and we always rec- 
ognised it of the organisation that 
should represent the people of 
Palestine: The question: Is it 
doing so in the actions that it has 
taken recently or not? And the 
answer must come from the Pal- 
estinians themselves. 

Q: But your feeling right now is 
that the PLO. the answer is no. is 
that fair? 

A: When I spoke to Mr. Arafat 
time and again I told him my view 
that his greatest strength was in his 
constituency. 1 believe this con- 
stituency to be in the occupied ter- 
ritory, the West Bank and Gaza as 
well as elsewhere and it is my hope 
somehow that the Palestinian lea- 
dership will always reflect the 
hopes, aspirations and sufferings 
of the people and their yearnings 
for peace with dignity and for a 
better future. 

Q: But separate talks between you 
and the Israeli* are still out of the 
question? 

A: We cannot talk on behalf of the 
Palestinians. We have to have a 
clear mandate. 

Q: You have a comment for me. 
Your Majesty, on the reaction of 
the prime minister of Israel. Mr. 
Peres, and Defence Minister Yit- 
zhak Rabin, both of whom see a 
favourable light corning from this 
decision that you announced in 
your speech this week. Would you 
comment on that, do you think 
that.... does that give you any rea- 
son for hope? 

A: Not particularly. 

Q: What is Soviet policy today 
with respect to Mr. Arafat? Dcr 
they tiy to undermine Arafat and 
then do they try to undermine 
your effort to get to go along with 
this plan that you have been wor- 
king so-hard on? Did they actually 
work against your interests with 
Arafat? 

A:In describing the PLO as I have 
seen it evolve over the years it was 
fairly obvious throughout the 
years that the PLO in terms of dif- 
ferent groups within it have dif- 
ferent affiliations and therefore 
are susceptible to different inf- 
luences. However, the official 
Soviet position regarding our eff- 
orts has been the rejection of the 
Feb. 1 1 accord explained in the 
following way that they were for 
the unity of all elements within the 
PLO and that they fell this accord 
represented something that eme- 
rged from a division within the 
PLO. 

Q: The Israeli government is going 
to shift as you know this fall to the 
Likud; the right wing is going to 
take over the prime ministry." As 
you said in your speech. Sir, that 
the one thing that you have to 
worry about is the Israelis evicting 
the Palestinians from the West 


Bank through force, through mil- 
itary force. If that should happen, 
let me ask you . is this in the back of 
the minds of the Ljkud? 

A: Certainly so me elements within 
the Likud and some extremist 
elements that we see emerging 
and growing in strength in the 
occupied territory as well as Israel, 
of course. 

(J: If that happened, if it became 
an Israeli policy to take control for 
good sovereignty of the West 
Bank and. drive out the Pal- 
estinians, what could Jordan, 
which is not a large country, do? 
A: I believe that the whole area 
would face disaster. 

Q: Would you as far to tell me. 
Your Majesty, that if the Israelis 
try do anything like this, you 
would dose the bridges and make 
it i mpossihie for them to succeed 
that wav? 

A: I would hope that things would 
never reach that point. But I cer- 
tainly see indications of growing 
annexation. That was a- phase 
almost in the past. To now a pro- 
blem of maybe a minority at this 
stage within Israel that seeks to 
dominate the entire occupied 
area, and only whether this could 
happen is through expelling peo?

Q: Do you think the U.S. could 
stop a policy that was aimed at that 
abjective. 

A: In the past I used to take ass- 
urances from our friends ser- 
iously. In iight of recent hap- 
penings in terms of the impact of 
A1PAC and the extreme right in 
Israel on the domestic scene in the 
U-S.. I really begin to wonder. 

Q: Do you think that process is 
going faster, not slower in the 
U.S.? 

A: I believe the influence is pretty 
serious now. 

Q: Let me turn to the arms que- 
stion. You many years ago asked 
our country to sell some arms that 
you regard as vital to the defence ■ 
of Jordan, mainly anti-aircraft and 
some aeroplanes, and President 
Reagan has given you his com- 
mitment to do so. What is your 
reaction now that he is renegSd on 
that commitment? Am I using the 
wrong word maybe be did not ren- 
ege? 

A: He was unable, as he explained 
to me, to pursue the matter any 
further and so to defer it. But my 
interpretation is that the U.S . after 
30 years of a very close rel- 
ationship between Jordan and the 
U.S. in this particular area of the 
.military, has decided, chosen to 
terminate this relationship. It was 
a relationship that was to oar mut- 
ual benefit. It was part of the rel- 
ationship which was to the mutual- 
benefit of the U.S. and Jordan in 


many ways if it has had any effect. 
Arms can be bought elsewhere 
and will be, with whatever means 
we have available.

Q: Your Majesty, you have often 
said that arms are available mainly 
from two sources, the two sup- 
erpowers.

A: It is possible Sir. we are looking 
in Europe and we are looking fur- 
ther afield to the Soviet Union as 
well. 

Q: But your word to me is that you 
feel the U.S. has terminated this 
long 30 years of U S . -Jordanian 
cooperation. Thatis a strong word 
terminate. It would mean that you 
mi gh t be looking to the Soviets for 
major arms of major categories in 
the indefinite future. What effect 
would that have on your rel- 
ationship with the UJS. and the 
West? 

A: Certainly in terras of the term 
"terminated,” this is how it app- 
ears to me at the moment. Are we 
assured that the US. would like to 
keep relationship - with tis? ' 

But in tenfls'’of crar needs and 
requirements the U.S. has stopped 
being the major supplier of def- 
ensive weapons to Jordan. ...that

We will have to seek to getfoese 
arms from elsewhere. We are loo- ' 
king at adoptions including the 
Soviet option. 

Q: Let me ask you about Syria. 
You have had a -confrontation 
with the Syrians for some years 
now. which ended several months 
ago. You have been to Damascus 
and I understand that President 
Assad is coining to visit you to the 
next few weeks perhaps. What is 
the meaning of this change, Sir? 
A: It has been, I believe, a return 
to what should be case between 
two neighbouring Arab states. We 
hope that Preski ent Assad will 
visit Jordan some time soon. 

We certainly issued the inv- 
itation when I visited Damascus 
and as for the improvement in rel- 
ations, it has always been our wish 
that we should have the best rel- 
ations with all our Arab brothers, 
and in fact we may be unique in 
Jordan in having succeeded in hav- 
ing relations with so many wi thin 
the Arab World despite dif- 
ferences. 

Q: Do you think, Your Majesty, 
the fact that President Reagan and 
the U.S. congress decided not to 
make that sale of arms to you has 
had an impact on your view on the 
Syrian situation — a subtle imp- 
act? 

A: No, Sir, I don't think it has. I 
don’t believe it has in any way. 
The Jordanian-Syrian relations 
again are an aspect of Arab rel- 
ations which were of interest to 
the majority of Arab states. It was 
Arab mediation that brought 


about the first renewed contacts. I 
believe that in Syria they have 
their view and we have out views 
on many matters and wp have bur 
views on many matters and we 
have our differences. 

But the differences-as far as we 
are concerned in Jordan have- 
never been personal as they haver 
been on issues. Hopefully the ren- 
ewed contacts will enable us to 
address these issues and try to res- 
olve them in time. - r - . - J 
Q: Can you see, Your Majesty, 
yourself and President Assad, 
perhaps coming up with some new ^ 
ideas, some new plan, with the 
West Bank that was not feasible 
before? Is that conceivable? 

A: I suppose anything is con-'^ 
ceivable. Sir. But we haven't had 
the ' opportunity to discuss this. 
This problem hasn’t arisen before 
this moment 

We obviously will discuss die 
problem when we meet next. ButI 
would like to point out one aspect 
of Syrian foreign policy defined of 
late again. Syria is also interested 
in an international conference to 
resolve the Middle East problem 
in its entirety. 

Q: You said in your speech. Your 
Majesty, that from the very beg- 
inning, in ;your opinfon TwaeTs 
goal has been, and I quote you “to 
expand the territory of Israel”.

Iraqi commander reports breakthrough

sides of the narrow road which 
connects the Iraqi naval base at 
Urara Qasr with Kao. 

'There were thousands more 
bodies, but we buried them. This 
area we are driving through was 
liberated recently,” foe colonel 
said as the thud of artillery exp- 
losions echoed across the desert. 

Multi- muzzled Iraqi rocket lau- 
nchers repeatedly opened up on 
Fao, firing hundreds of rockets as 
tanks and Howitzer guns pounded 
foe city. 

The Iraqi News Agency (IN A) 
quoted foe commander of Iraq’s 
navy as saying that his warships 
were blockading Fao, preventing 
any supplies from reaching it. 

Earlier, Iraq said a three - 
pronged assault on the estimated 
50,000 Iranian troops in the Fao 


peninsula had cut them off from 
the land side. 

Iran's official Tehran Radio, in' 
its midday news bulletin, claimed 
foe shooting down of three Iraqi 
jets Saturday morning. This raised 
to 53 the total jets Iran has cla- 
imed it has downed since it lau- 
nched . its offensive across the 
Shatt A1 Arab waterway 13 days 
ago. The radio made no reference 
to ground fighting. 

IN A quoted the commander of 
Iraq’s Seventh Army Corps in 
charge of the Fao salient, as sta- 
ting that "foe hour of the final 
showdown at Fao is very close.” 

On Friday. Lieutenant-General 
Hisham Sabah Al Fakhri. foe 
commander of a tank column on 
the outskirts of Fao, told foreign 
correspondents at his command 
post that fighting was ferocious. 

- Gen. Fakhri, who is deputy 


chief of staff of the Iraqi armed 
forces, was recently transferred to 
the southern sector of the 1.180- 
kilometre front line with Iran to 
command part of foe special task 
force assigned to liberate the 
Iranian-occupied territory. 

The Iranians. Gen. Fakhri said, 
were "doomed to lose the war.” 
Iranian leader Ayatollah Ruh- 
ollah "Khomeini is not exactly a 
Hitler. Hiller had reached the out- 
skirts of Moscow, but was later 
besieged in Berlin by the allied 
forces who chose to liberate their 
lands,” foe Iraqi general said. 

Gen. Fakhri said 10 Iranian div- 
isions comprising 150,000 soldiers 
had initially crossed into Iraq in 
various parts of foe Shatt AI Arab 
waterway Feb. 9. 

He refused to give an estimate 
of foe size of the Iranian force cur- 
rently entrenched in Fao. •

Israeli economic growth tied 
to new high-technology firms

HEEZLIYA, . Israel Israel, 
noted for its battle-tested notary 
hardware, hopescivihan hjgbtec- . 
hnology can spur economic 
growth but the young industry 
faces serious obstacles. 

The fashionable Tel Aviv sub- 
urb of Herzliya, dubbed "silicon 
wadi" . has become a home for 
many of Israel’s high technology 
firms, some linked to kibbutz col- 
lective settlements which are mov- 
ing away from traditional agr- 
icultural work. 

H|gb technology already makes 
an impressive contribution to Isr- 
ael's sick economy but the ind- 
ustry is plagued by cash shortages, 
weak marketing and a loss of eng- 
ineers tor better paid jobs abroad. 

Exports from the sector rose to 
52.18- bilfcon last year from 51.84.- 
billion in 1984 , almost half Israel’s 
total sates abroad, excluding pol- 
ished diamonds. 

This adds up to average export 
growth of 22.3 per cent a year over 
the past decade while other ind- 
ustries achieved only 12.4 percenr 
annually. 

Most of the new firms arc run by 
young engineers with significant 
Israeli ■ military experience and 
advanced training in the United 
States and Europe. 

"It is easier to assemble a top- 
level R and D [Research and dev- 
elopment) team in Israel than els- 
ewhere "said Tsvi Lavi of Aitech 
Systems.jwhich has developed a 
robust computer for outdoor ind- 
ustries 'such as railways, mining 
and forestry. 

"Don’t forget, Israel is smaller 
than Los Angeles,” he said. "Peo- 
ple served together in the military 


and studied together — everyone 
knows everyone else." 

Bat the military and electronics 
industries have recently laid off 
thousands of worker? due to shr- 
inking foreign markets and cuts in 
. local defence pending.. 

Companies which have foc- 
ussed on military production are 
looking for civilian applications 
for their products. "There is a lot 
of know-how in the military sph- 
ere with no place to go." said one 
industry source. 

Some veteran companies such 
as Scitex, a world leader in graphic 
imaging and editing, and Elscint, 
which makes equipment for hos- 
pitals, had serious problems fast 
year. 

Elscint lost 533 million, which 
industry analysts attribute to mar- 
keting mistakes and poor planning 
and design. It accumulated heavy 
debts and industry sources say it is 
seeking buyers for its unprofitable 
divisions. 

- Hundreds of engineers have left 
the country for better paid jobs 
abroad, where salaries exceed 
their SI ,500 to 2,000 local mon- 
thly wage and are not ravaged by 
high taxes. 

Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
aims at expanding high technology 
exports by 86 billion in the next 
decade. 

Peres, who is credited with hav- 
ing laid much of the foundation for 
Israers military industries while 
director-general of the defence 
ministry, says science and tec- 
hnology must become the basis for 
Israel's economy. 

Israel has some 500 firms in the 
fields of electronics, -lasers, 
electro -optics, agio -technology 
and pharmaceuticals which devote 
a high percentage of Lheir funds (o 
research and development. But 


about 200 new firms have yet to 
start production and many fail 
within three years of completing 
research and development. 

"Israel is not a country for mass 
production." said Yechtel Shelter 
of Medical Machines for Export 
(MME). 

This firm produces a hyp- 
erthermia machine to destroy can- 
cer cells through heat therapy, 
costing between 5100,000 and 
5300,000. It will be tested in Fra- 
nce later this year, but has not 
been approved for use in the Uni- 
ted States. 

Like many other governments, 
Israel has earmarked investment 
funds for new high technology 
firms. But the annual budget is 
only S50 million. 

"This is not enough,” says Rina 
Pridor, managing director of Wor- 
ldtech, a firm which prepares inv- 
estment packages for presentation 
to American investors and the Isr- 
aeli government. 

Since 19S0, Worldcech has rai- 
sed about $40 million for 25 pro- 
jects, including MME's hyp- 
erthermia machine. 

"The investments are attractive 
to Americans with Israeli int- 
erests, but also for business pur- 
poses," said Pridor. "It's more 
sensible to put money into som- 
ething like this than just give cha- 
rity." 

She would like to see more gov- 
ern men t aid but economist Daniel 
Doran fears too much help would 
harm the effort by supporting 
uneconomic companies. 

"With all the enthusiasm 'high 
tech’ is receiving from our elected 
officials, I fear the government 
will embrace our science-based 
industries with a hug the com- 
panies will never recover from,” 
be said.

1 went there midweek and in a 
candlelit atmosphere chose mus- 
hroom . soup, langoustines and 
scampi wrapped in a pancake, 
fresh vegetables, mineral water 
and coffee. 

The waiter gave me a yellow 
card after my meal listing what I 
hwinfm and aske d me to fill in 
how muck I should like to pay. I

^reqatepay more than the str- 
aight rafoc of the meal on ave- 
rage,” said Iteter Die, 35, head 


chef and proprietor of the res- 
taurant. which is located near the 
well-off London suburbs of Ham- 
pstead. 

"However, two young ladies 
once paid just £8 (SIX) between 
them for starters, main course, 
plenty of wine and coffe.” 

But generosity is the rule, acc- 
ording to general manager Cha- 
rles Nagy. “A local couple rec- 
ently played a joke by paying £> 
(57) for a five -course meal before 
offering £50- ($70 ) to the res- 
taurant. Another group, a fou- 
rsome, once paid £100 0148V* 

He had the idea nine years ago 
when he worked as a chef in a 
London restaurant. He rem- 
embers telling his future- wife, a 
waitress, that he would rather give 
people money to enjoy spending

Now' he has the security of own- 
ing three other restaurants in 
- London where customers pay bills 
in foe usual way. 

“The gimmick wouldn’t work 
unless the food was good,” said 


Jeremy Fox, a television producer, 
at the fully booked restaurant on a 
recent evening. 

Businessman Douglas Graham, 
another diner, said going there 
made him much more aware of foe 
value of good food. 

"But some people I’ve spoken 
to don't fike foe idea because if 
foeyVe bees making decisions all 
day long they don't want to ago- 
nise later over how much to pay at 
a restaurant." 

- Mrs." Eunice Silver, who was 
dining out with a friend, said they 
had not added up values of ind- 
ividnal courses. "We prefer to 
value the whole, including the ser- 
vice and decor." 

She had chosen a starter, trout 
mousse, a veal dish, mineral water 
and coffee, and was expecting to 
pay at least £14 ($20) for her 
meal.

Puenzo told Reuters: "At the 
lime I decided to make the film , 70 
to 80 per cent of the people in 
Argentina were like Alicia. I rej- 
ected the obvious plots, the stories 
of the people who actually dis- 
appeared. I decided it would he 
more effective to look ut the pro- 
blem form foe other side.

\ VANCOUVER, British Col- 
! umbia — Canada will travel to 
Mexico to make their first app- 
earance in the World Cup Soccer 
Fel&Is in Mexico with no illusions 
about the size of their task. 

'Given the strength of their opp- 
osition in Group C, Canada's 
coach, former England goa- 
lkeeper Tony Waiters, has faced 
the fixture with refreshing realism. 

“Our objective is to go to Mex- 
ico and come bade with our pride 
intact,” he said as the Canadian 
squad assembled for the opening 
of its tr aining gamp. 

As an underdeveloped soccer 
nation, Canada cannot call up pla- 
yers of highly-refined skills. They 
must rely on trying to swarm all 
over their opponents, closing 
down the space and restricting 
scoring opportunities. 

“ We have our limits in certain 
skills, but I think we compensate 
for that with heart and bard 
work” said Waiters. “This is the 
most committed group of young 
people I've ever been involved 
with." 

So far the Canadians’ approach 
has succeeded. They began their 
pre- World Cup programme of 
warm-up games agamst Paraguay. 
The South Americans had only 
one shot and the game ended 0-0. 
Previously, in eight qualifying 
matrixes for the World Cup finals, 
they conceded only four goals. 


Critics have said the system is 
fme against second-rate teams, 
bat will not succeed against the 
world's best. Canada will discover 
the truth in Mexico when they 
meet France in their opening 
group match. 

Five days after their opening 
fixture ^gainst the European cha- 
mp ions, Canada meet Hungary. 
Their ffaat first round match is 
agamst the Soviet Union. All 
three teams possess skills far bey- 
ond those of the Canadians. 

“We have no superstars, 1 ' said 
captain Bruce Wilson. "Con- 
ditioning is about 85 per cent of 
our gSme. If we are going to win, 
we have to outrun the other team. 
But nobody enjoys facing us.” 

Wilson, along with several other 
members of the Canadian squad, 
was out of work and training pri- 
vately for the finals before the 
opening of Canada’s training 
camp. 

Such dedication has. been typ- 
ical of their approach and their 
progress after narrowly missing 
out last time when a 2-2 draw with 
Cuba cost Canada a place in the 
1982 Finals in Spam.

“What we're most concerned 
about is getting players that fit into 
a team unit, 7 ’ he said. .

Oil states to call 
for brief block of 
OPEC output 

TEHRAN (R) — Iran, Libya and Algeria will pro- 
pose a temporary halt in oil production by OPEC 
countries when their ministers meet next month, 
Iranian GO Minister Gholamreza Aqazadeh said 
Saturday. 


Mr. Aqazadeh told a news con- 
ference Iran had proposed a halt 
in oil pumping for two weeks to a 
month, followed by a daily pro- 
duction cut of 10 million harrcls. 
the Iranian News Agency iIRNA) 
reported. 

He said Iran, which has urged 
producers to reduce output to 
enable oil prices to pick up. had 
made the proposal at a tripartite 
meeting with Libya and Algeria 
last week. 

If no serious measures were 
taken, an uncontrollable crisis 
would be created and oil pro- 
ducing countries would suffer the 
most, he said. 

Mr. Aqazadeh said Iran. Libya 
and Algeria would call on other 
Organisation of Petroleum Exp- 
orting Countries (OPEC) mem- 
bers to hold a preliminary meeting 
before next month's session of the 
organisation in Geneva. The ses- 
sion is scheduled for March lb. 

Last week's meeting in Algiers 
of Iranian. Libyan and Algerian 
ministers appealed for the "sta- 
bilisation of the market and def- 
ence of the purchasing power of 
crude oil." 

Iran has blamed higher output 
hv Saudi Arabia and other pro- 
ducers for the current price crisis. 

Mr. Aqazadeh said Western 
industrial countries, particularly 
the llnited Suites, would benefit - 
by > 1 00 billion annually from the 
current oil prices fall. IRMA rep- 
orted. 

Mobil cuts contract prices, 

spot prices fall below bl4 

Meanwhile, spot oil prices in 
New York fell below the M 4 mark 
Friday while Mobil cut a hefty 5*3 
from its contract price for the ben- 
chmark U.S: crude oil. West Texas 
Intermediate. 

The decline to >13.50 on the 
spot market brought prices to lev- 
els not seen since 1978. 

"This means that >12 a banel 
for oil is more a reality than a fan- 
tasy.” one New York crude-oil 
trader said Friday. 

"This decline in (spot ) oil prices 
has been orchestrated by the Sau- 
dis.” said Mr. Sanford \iargoshes. 
analyst with the Shearson Lehman 
Brothers investment firm. 

He add- d that the Saudis were 
going tc prices fall to whatever 
level it ; • • to bring members of 
the (JPE iil cartel that have vio- 
lated p: i and production con- 
trols I? year hack in line. 

Tb contract price cut by Mobil, 
effective Saturday, brings the 
price of West Texas Intermediate 
to S1S.75 a barrel, and analysts 
said it wn likely start a new 
round _e cuts oy the major 
oil cl ^aies. 

Tie cut leapfrogged the >J to 
>2 reductions made by several 
otht-r companies over the past two 




days and established a new- floor in 
contract prices for a major oil 
company. 

The reductions by Mobil, one of 
the largest oil companies in the 
United States. also suggest the dif- 
ficulties feat the industry has had 
in stabilising oil prices since the 
sharp decline began in mid- 
January. o9 traders said. 

On fee futures market, oil co- 
ntracts fell just below fee >14' 
mark for the first time in the cur- 
rent price fall. 

Industry sources said the major 
oil companies had hoped to hold 
prices at >25 but the repeated 
sharp cuts in spot and futures pri- 
ces forced them to lower fee ir con- 
tract prices, the prices they pay for 
crude oil. toward the >20 level - 
over the past three days. 

New rules may help prevent 
collapse of Brent market 

On fee other hand, a group of 
London traders and brokers has 
put forward proposals, to govern 
fee North Sea Brent market, 
which in five years hasgrown from 
nothing into one of the most sig- 
nificant — and least regulated — 
comers of the world trade in crude 
oil. 

The group, whose members 
asked not to be named, sent a telex 
to scorcsof oil trading firms urging 
them accept □ code of practice to 
save fee market from collapse. 

The aim is to restore market 
confidence shattered by all- 
egations of fraud or bad faith fol- 
1 owing a plunge in the price of 
Brenf. fee most widely- traded 
North Sea oil. 

Several trading firms have def- 
aulted and fee resulting turmoil 
has overwhelmed fee clubby 
Brent market wife a wave of writs 
and lawsuits, bringing trading 
almost to a halt. 

Nine major oil companies were 
named in a >261 million lawsuit 
filed by Transnor. a Bermuda- 
based oil trader, charging them 
wife price fixing and market man- 
ipulation. 

New York trader Phibro Ene- 
rgy found it necessary publicly to 
deny ru mours that it had defaulted 
on Brent delivery contracts. 

.The proposed code, covering 
technicalities like non- 
performance. letters of credit and 
loading dates, is meant to com- 
plement revised contracts being 
draw n up by major oil firms and is 
expected to be ready by the end of 
next week, its authors said. 

"We hope this will be adopted 
by fee indusny to... help avoid 
abuse of the operation of contracts 
for commercial profit.” said one 
oilman- associated with fee pro- 
posal. 

Many traders and brokers have 
already welcomed it.

Soviet offer reveals Europe’s 
worries about military balance 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AP) — The Soviet Union’s 
proposal to eliminate hundreds of medium-range 
nuclear missiles the superpowers have deployed in 
Europe sounds good to people living on the nuclear 
firing line. 


But it has raised a troublesome 
question in NATO capitals: 
Would Westerti Europe really be 
better off without the missiles? 

Until recently the answer see- 
med to be a plain and obvious 
■■yes.’* 

After ah. that has been the off- 
icial goal of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organisation since before 
it began' deploying the con- 
troversial US. cruise and Pershing 
2 nuclear missiles in late 1983. 

Governments of the five West 
European countries that agreed to 
install 572 of the American mis- 
siles faced widespread public pro- 
tests. but they said the misales 
were needed to counter a growing 
Soviet force of SS-20 nuclear roc- 
kets targeted on Western Europe. 

The missiles could come out, 
they said, if the Soviets agreed to 
do the same. 

But now, with the prospects 
growing brighter for a US . -Soviet 
agreement to eliminate the 
nuclear- tipped missiles, new att- 
ention is being focused on how 
secure Western Europe would be 
without them. 

These are the key issues: 

If both sides got rid of the mis- 
siles would West Europeans be 
more vulnerable to what NATO 
says is a vastly superior Soviet 


ground force of troops, tanks, 
non-nuclear miss iles and other 
conventional arms? 

Would the withdrawal of U.S. 
nuclear weapons give the app- 
earance of a weaker American 
commitment to the nuclear def- 
ence of Western Europe? 


Will Britain and France, the 
only European nations with nuc- 
lear forces of their own. be forced 
to accept limits on their missiles? 

Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev proposed on Jan. 15 that 
the United States withdraw its cru- 
ise and Per shing 2 missiles in Eur- 
ope and the Soviets their SS-20s as 
part of a 15-year phased eli- 
mination of all nuclear weapons. 

The administration of U.S. Pre- 
sident Ronald Reagan is expected 
to offer a formal response soon. 

NATO says the Soviets have 
441 $S-2Qs m place, compared 
with 236 U.S. cruise and Pershing 
2 missiles as of Dec. 31 . 1985. 

Reports in some European 
media in recent days have sug- 
gested a U 5 .-European split wit- 
hin NATO over how the United 
States should respond. 

Yet in interviews with the Ass- 
ociated Press, several European 
diplomats said this week that their 
governments still favour the total .

2 satellites put into orbit 
after Asian rocket launch 


TOULOUSE, France (R) — The 
European space programme was 
back On track Sa turday after a suc- 
cessful Ariane launch which put 
two satellites into orbit and helped 
erase die memory of last Sep- 
tember’s mission failure, space 
officials said. 

Ariane’s achievement early 
Saturday is also likely to go some 
way to restoring confidence in 
commercial satellite launch sys- 
tems, coming as it does less than a 
month after the U JS . space shuttle 
Challenger blew up, killing its 
crew of seven. 

Frederic d’Aliest, head of the 
Arianespace group which markets 
satellite space chi the rocket, told 
journalists: "We were extremely 
satisfied with this launch ... there 
was a lot at stake for us.” 

The Ariane- 1 rocket blasted 


into the tropical night sky from its 
jungle space centre at Kourou, 
French Guiana, exactly on sch- 
edule at 10.44 pm. (0144 GMT 
Saturday), putting a French Spot 
earth observation satellite and a 
Swedish Viking scientific satellite 
into orbit. 

Although the satellites sep- 
arated from the rocket according 
to plan, a minor problem arose 
with a fiolar panel switch on the 
Spot. 

But French Space Agency 
(CNES) scientists later said the 
panel and all other aspects of the 
satellite were working normally. 

The launch had been postponed 
three times due first to Sep- 
tember's failed mission , which was 
caused by a faulty third stage, and 
then to two technical hitches last 
month.

Note 
that Tour spades would have had no 
chance at all. 

Declarer won the club opening 
with dummy's seven, then cashed 
the queen, king and ace of spades. 
Both defenders discarded a club on 
the third spade. A low heart fetched 
the jack from West and dummy's 
queen won. Declarer cashed two 
more spade tricks, discarding a dia- 
mond from hand while West parted 
with two diamonds. Now declarer 
threw West on lead by cashing the 
ace or clubs and exiting with a club. 

West won and cashed his last 
club, and declarer had to find a 
crucial discard. He eventually 
decided to play West for a 2 '3-3-5 
distribution and discarded a dia- 
mond, blanking his king. West cash- 
ed, two diamond tricks and the ace 
of hearts for down one. 

The Rule of Restricted Choice ap- 
plies here. Had West held A-J-10 of 
hearts, he could have played either 
the jack or ten when the suit was 
first led. The fact that he plays one 
specific honor tends to deo* that he 
bas the other. Therefore, it was cor- 
rect for South to bare his king of 
hearts and keep the guarded king of 
diamonds.

Flame from booster may

WASHINGTON (AP) — Spa- 
ceship Challenger may have been 
struck by its own partially det- 
ached rocket booster and sub- 
jected to the exhaust flame in the 
two seconds before it exploded, a 
specialised journal reports. 

In its edition scheduled for pub- 
lication Monday, Aviation Week 
and Space Technology reports 
that information fed to earth dur- 
ing the shuttle’s flight indicates the 
right-hand rocket booster showed 
bright spots of fire about seven 
seconds before the explosion.

l^ONDON (AP) — Fifteen tons of 
"mildly radioactive” carbon dio- 
xide gas was accidentally released 
from a Welsh nuclear power sta- 
tion, electricity authorities said. 

In the latest of a string of acc- 
idents in the nuclear industry, the 
Central Electricity Generating 
Board said Friday the gas, equ- 
ivalent to about hafi a tanker load, 
escaped at the 20-year-old Tra- 
wsfytxydd Power Station in north 
Wales when a safety valve lifted 
on a nuclear reactor. 

An alert was declared, the fault 
was "isolated" within 15 minutes 
and the reactor shut down after a 
loss of pressure, the board said. 

The board said Friday night that 
one of the 250 staff members 
examined after the leak had been 
found to be contaminated with a 
"speck” of radioactivity on his 
nose. 

Contamination was found on 
the roof of the reactor, within the 
site, and at one spot 90 metres 
from the station, it said. 

The leak came at the end of a 
rough week for Britain's nuclear 
poweT industry. 

On Tuesday, a broken pipe 
spewed out radioactiVe water 
from a storage pond at Britain's 
Sellafield Nuclear Reprocessing 
Plant, and the state-owned British 
Nuclear Fuels Company said it 
was immediately contained by a 
trench buQt for the purpose. 

Thirteen days before, a leak of 
highl y radioactive plutonium nit- 
rate contaminated II workers at 
the same plant, in Cumbria on the 
coast of the Irish Sea. 


WASHINGTON (R) — The U-S. 
State Department has ack- 
nowledged that a top Soviet spy 
has been brought to the United 
States with a woman friend and his 
son after defecting in Athens. 

The defector was identified as 
Viktor Gundarev, a colonel in the 
Soviet KGB. With him is his son 
Maxim, aged seven, and a woman 
the State Department said was a 
family friend, Galina Gromova. 

Gromova has been described in 
press reports as a Soviet teacher 
and the child’s nanny. Athens 
newspaper reported she was rom- 
antically involved with the agent. 

State Department Spokesman 
Charles Redman had no inf- 
ormation on the whereabouts of 


reports of Gundarev’s defection 
was unusual. The U.S. gov- 
ernment rarely officially ack- 
nowledges a defection. 

Last August the department 
confirmed the defection, also in 
Athens, of high ranking KGB off- 
icer Vitaly Yurchenko. 

But Yurchenko returned to the 
Soviet Union after a news con- 
ference, at the Soviet embassy here 
in which be accused the United 
States of drugging him and kid- 
napping him.

The blasts shortly before mid- 
night damaged the embassies of 
West Germany. Spain. China and 
India and chipped pavement off 
the footpath in front of the U.S. 
embassy. A dynamite blast went 
off near the Argentine mission, 
but it showed no signs of damage. 

Police said rebels in speeding 
cars bad hurled sticks of dyn- 
amite at the buildings. 

A fire in the shape of a hammer 
and sickle was set on a hillside 


overlooking Lima in the sign tra- 
ditionally used by the Maoist Sen- 
dcro Luruiaoso (shining path) 
group to claim responsibility for 
an attack. 

It was the first round of guerrilla 
bombings since Feb. 7, when Pre- 
sident Alan Garcia decreed a state 
of emergency and a four-hour cur- 
few in Lima. ’ 

The measures, the strictest cra- 
ckdown in the capital during the 
five-year guerrilla insurgency, 
were aimed at curbing the spread 
of Sendero rebels from the Andes 
to the capital. 

The main towns of Ayachucho, 
the south eastern .Andean state 
where Sendero launched its ins- 
urgency in May 1980. were hit by 


blackouts Friday night. . 

Other targets in Lima hit by 
blasts included a public adm- 
inistration institute, a Peruvian 
Trade Ministry office and pre- 
mises of the ruling APRA Party. 

Rebels have attacked the U.S. 
embassy five times since August 
1981 . A U JS. embassy spokesman 
said Friday night's assault did not 
damage the mission. 


Blasts blew holes into the mam 
door of the Spanish embassy and 
the garage door of the West Ger- 
man embassy. 

At the Indian and Chinese 
Embassies, the explosions dam- 
aged doors and mattered win- 
dows. 


Haiti to seek return of Duvalier’s fortune 


PORT-AU-PRINCE. Haiti 
(Agencies) — Haiti’s new leaders 
will ask foreign governments to 
help recover the huge failure 
amassed by the Duvalier family in 
28 years of dicta tonal rule, Fin- 
ance Minister Marcel Leger said. 

"There are procedures that we 
can follow and that is what we int- 
end IqjJo." he told a news con- 
ference Friday, adding that the 
government was consulting a legal 
expert "from a great country.” 

Mr. Leger would not identify 
the lawyer and gave no details of 
steps Haiti would take to press for 
the return of the up to >600 mil- 
lion that dictator Jean -Claude 
Duvalier and his late father. Fra- 
ncois. are estimated to have spi- 
rited out of the country. 

Three days ago the government 
announced the seizure of Jeaa- 
Oaude’s assets in Haiti and .gave 
companies 15 days to report their 
dealings with the fallen dictator. 

Jean -Claude "Baby Doc” Duv- 
alier left Haiti for temporary exile 
in France on Feb. 7 after weeks of 
violent protests against his rule 
and the corruption that marked 
the Duvalier dynasty. 

Most of the money the Duv- 
aliers drained from Haiti, the poo- 
rest oountiy in the Western hem- 
isphere, is believed held in bank 
accounts in Switzerland, the Uni- 
ted States and France. 

Foreign economic experts here 
drew parallels between tire Duv- 
alier case and the Iranian, gov- 


ernment’s failed efforts to rec- 
uperate the vast personal fortune 
of the Shah of Iran after his fall in 
1979. 

"How do you get such funds 
back when you don't know where 
they are held, let alone exactly 
bow much they are?” one senior 
Western economist asked. "Est- 
imates of the Duvalier fortune 
range from $100 million to $600 
million. The truth is somewhere in 
the middle.” 

Foreign economists here blame 
corruption and mismanagement 
for at least part of the economic 
problems of a country where SO 
per cent of the population makes 
(ess than $130 a year while a tiny 
elite lives in splendid luxury. . 

Giving the first' public account 
of Haiti's financial state. Central 
Bank Governor Jean-Claude 
Sanon told the news conference 
there was only half-a-million dol- 
lars in cash in the bank on Feb. 7. 

"We have mother $18 million 
to $20 mil Bon in foreign reserves 
available to us abroad,” Mr. 
Sanon said.
